SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The video recording entitled Liebestolle Betthaschen is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The video recording contains explicit scenes of sexual activity. These scenes are 
intended to be sexually arousing for the viewer. Three of these scenes depict young 
persons engaging in sexual activity. With these scenes intact, the publication is 
considered to promote and support the exploitation of young persons for sexual 
purposes, and is deemed to be objectionable under s3(2)(a) of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act). 

The video recording also contains one scene in which a female doctor and a female 
nurse exploit their professional positions to compel a male patient to engage in sexual 
activity with them. This material is considered to endorse the abuse of a professional 
relationship. 

The excision of the above scenes was recommended. The owner of this publication 
has failed to respond to the excision notice within the specified time period, and 
classification has proceeded on the original version of the publication. 

Section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) cannot be applied 
to the publication in its current form, because the publication contains material that is 
deemed to be objectionable under s3(2) of the FVPC Act. The criteria in s3(2) are 
deeming provisions, that are inconsistent with and override the rights and freedoms 
contained in the NZBR Act. 
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
